Merchants and Miners Bank, whose 
body was found near a road north­ 
east of this city yesterday afternoon 
with a bullet wound in the head, said 
at noon that their inquiry had failed 
to establish whether Ball was slain 
or committed suicide. 
An autopsy will be held this after­ 
noon. 
A coroner’s jury was sworn in 
this morning and will conduct an in 
quest tonight. 
The bullet that killed Ball entered 
his head back of the ear. 
Three phy­ 
sicians have given it as their opinion 
that it. would have been impossible 
for Ball to have fired the shot. 
Stato band examiners were at the 
Merchants and Miners Bank yester­ 
day conducting an investigation of 
its affairs. 
They said last night they 
had found no irregularities. 
Ball 
drew $150 from the Bank yesterday 
and when his body was found there 
was less than $5 in the clothing he 
wore. 
The theory that he was slain with 
robbery as the possible motive has 
been advanced.

“As a result of this insubordina­ 
tion Colonel Forbes was asked to re­ 
sign,” General Sawyer said. 
General Sawyer, who is co-ordina­ 
tor for the general hospitalization 
board, read to the committee a pre­ 
pared statement regarding the whole 
Perryville transaction. 
He said that 
on or about November 26, or twelve 
days ^fter the contract of sale had 
been entered into with 
Thompson 
and Kelly Inc., of Boston, Surgeon 
General 
Cumming 
of 
the 
public 
health service reported to him that 
supplies at Perryville w'ere 
being 
sold regardless of Public Health ser­ 
vice needs. 
Dr. Sawyer accompani­ 
ed Dr. Cummings to the veterans 
bureau and asked for a conference. 
“It was after quite a heated con­ 
ference,” the witness continued, that 
Colonel Forbes was persuaded that 
the public health service should be 
considered in the matter at all. 
“After this conference I took the 
matter lip with President Harding 
and he requested me to proceed at 
once to Perryville to see what was 
f-oing on. 
Accompanying me on this 
trip w’ere General Cumming and Dr.

The new $500,000 power plant of 
the City Light and Traction company 
successfully 
tookover 
the 
entire 
“load,” 2,500 kilowats, of providing 
the electrical power of the city at 
6:15 o’clock Tuesday evening. 
Ac­ 
cording to E. J. Burger, superintend­ 
ent of the company, the plant is run­ 
ning “smoothly as a watch,” assum­ 
ing the task without hesitation or in­ 
terruption. 
The power is at present being gen­ 
erated from the oil burners of the 
plant, which is equipped with both 
oil and coal burners. The automatic 
coaling facilities for the new plant 
will be installed on the site of the 
old plant, when it 
is 
torn 
down, 
probably by February of next year. 
Tests, to determine the efficiency 
of all units of the plant are now be­ 
ing given and are resulting satisfac­ 
torily. 
All equipment of the plant, 
Mr. Burger pointed out this morning, 
is in duplicate, insuring continuity of 
service and is so arranged that the 
transfer from one 
unit to 
another 
may be accomplished without inter­ 
ruption or inconvenience to the elec­ 
trical user. 
The transfer of the elec­ 
trical system of the city from a two- 
phase to three-phase was accomplish 
cd in this manner a short time ago. 
By the “district” system installed, 
trouble may be isolated in one dis­ 
trict, pow’er shut off 
and 
repairs 
made, without affecting in the least 
the remainder of the city. 
A “loop 
feeder” installed in the business dis­ 
trict may be used to segrate one sec 
tion from the remainder in case of 
fire, damage, etc. 
This system is re­ 
garded as a big forward step in the 
electrical service of the city by the 
officials of the company. 
Perfect voltage, under 
all 
condi­ 
tions of work are assured from the 
new* plant Mr. Burger stated. 
The plant, Mr. Burger declared has 
a capacity of producing with the pres­

JEFFERSON CITY, Now 6 — Mis­ 
souri’s sixth consitutional convell 
tion passed into history today. 
At 
3 p. rn. the final gavel fell and the 
code body was adjourned sine die. • 
Virtually the convention finished 
its work October 5 and adjourned, 
but the members voted a special pro­ 
vision that the body would recess, 
but return November 6, upon the call 
of the president or vice president, if 
necessity demanded. 
The convention has spent 263 days 
in actual session, according to the 
records and drafted 21 amendments 
to the state constitution w’hich will 
be submitted 
to 
the 
voters of the 
state on February 26, 1924, for ratifi­ 
cation. 
The convention met May 15, 
1922, adjourned temporarily Decem­ 
ber 15, 1922, returned April 16. 1923, 
Mien It was in session until Septem­ 
ber 7, recessed until October 2, when 
it returned and concluded the new 
charter, adjourning October 5. 
The last constitutional convention 
was held in 1875. 
This 
code 
body 
met May 5, 1875, and adjourned sine 
die 
August 
2, 1875. 
The 
charter 
draft made by this convention was 
ratified by the people of Missouri on 
October 30, 1875, by 76.6S8 votes ac­ 
cording to records in the secretary of 
state’s office. The records show’ that 
Missouri has had six constitutional 
convention; as follows: 
The first in }820, which drafted the 
first Missouri constitution. 
The second in 1S45, whose charter 
draft was rejected by the voters. 
The third in 1861, which was called 
for the purpose of determining the 
attitude of Missouri regarding the 
union. 
This 
convention 
decided 
against 
secession 
and 
ad­ 
journment 
instead 
of 
disbanding, 
meeting four times later in 1861 and 
the two succeeding years for the pur­ 
pose of carrying on a virtual provis­ 
ional government 
during 
the civil 
war. 
The fourth in 1865, w'hich drafted 
the constitution that remained in ef­ 
fect until suspended by the constitu­ 
tion of 1875. The fifth in 1875, which 
drafted the present Missouri consti­ 
tution. 
The sixth, the present convention, 
which met May 15, 1922 and adjourn­ 
ed sine die today. 
A certified copy of the new draft 
of the state charter as made by the 
convention was delivered by the sec­ 
retary of the convention today to 
Secretary of State Charles U. Becker. 
It is written in long hand on parch­ 
ment and will he placed in the arch­ 
ives of Missouri.

favor of insulting France immediately, 
reading the riot act to her, and giving her 
a thorough verbal “dressing down.” 
The lively and loquacious Illinois senator 
always thinks vehemently and the heat in 
his brain is frequently revealed in his lan­ 
guage. 
Fortunately Secretary Hughes has 
a cooler head and a less 
sinewy 
tongue. 
From the state department, at any rate, no 
insults will be hurled at the people who 
held fast along the Marne and kept Ver­ 
dun.

Th evidence now coming to light about 
the conduct of the Veterans’ Relief Bureau 
certainly reflects no credit upon the ad* 
ministration. The affairs of the bureau ap­ 
pears to have been administered by a mod­ 
ern version of AH Baba and his famous 
band of 40.

The race is sick, bodily sick. 
O, 
there is more health than disease, 
more strength than weakness, more 
life than death. 
Yet it is true that 
In the fourth quarter! the w-orld is sick. 
There Is a science of healing 
to­ 
day. 
There are poor preachers and 
poor always, and poor physicians. A 
vast amount of medical practive is 
confessedly experimental, and very- 
costly in suffering and in life. 
And 
there is an increased tendency to­ 
ward commercialization in all these 
noble callings. 
Yet there is a real science of bodi­ 
ly relief 
and 
healing. 
Countless 
hosts have been benefitted by its 
gracious ministrations and the world 
made a vastly better place. The debt 
to medical science can never be paid. 
Still, it remains true that the race is 
in bad shape physically^. 
Christ healed men’s bodies when 
he was here. 
The 
twenty-four in­ 
stances given, out of possibly some 
few thousands summarized, are near 
ly all incurable. He healed, instant­ 
ly perfectly and permanently. 
Does Christ heal men’s bodies to­ 
day? 
Let the abrupt brevity of the 
answer make the emphasis greater— 
yes. 
It is his first will that 
we 
should be pure in heart, true in life, 
poised in judgment, and strong and 
well in body. 
The teaching of the 
book here is full and clear. 
But—softly—the Church of Christ 
has not been true to the full Gospel 
of Christ, with exceptions. I say that 
with pain in my heart as a lover and 
member of the Church. 
There is a fifth way in wfyich heal­ 
ing comes, through our Lord Jesus; 
three natural ways, tw-o supernatur­ 
al. 
But how shall w-e untaught folks 
know what teaching and what heal­ 
ing to accept? 
And the answer is 
quick and clear. It is never right or 
wise to accept any supernatural heal­ 
ing except where the deity and the 
blood of Christ are emphasized. 
True supernatural healing is only 
through 
the 
God-Man 
who 
died. 
And any supernatural healing other­ 
wise than through 
Christ’s 
blood, 
brings a bondage of mind and of life 
that can 
be 
broken 
only through 
Christ, and often only through pro­ 
tracted spirit struggle. 
There are conditions attached to 
healing by Christ. 
Of course, there 
are alw-ays conditions, whether 
its 
banking, or cooking, or motoring, or 
what not. These are so simple as to 
be almost laughable. 
Trust Christ as a Savior. Yield to 
him as a Master. 
In a sane whole­ 
some way may it your passion to 
please him. 
Then when the 
need 
comes go to him at once, direct. Ask 
for what you need. 
It is his first 
will to heal the body as to forgive 
the sins. 
But what about the use of means? 
Ask him? 
He’ll tell you. 
You may 
be ignorantly abusing your body, or 
depriving it of something vitally nec­ 
essary. You may need an expert to 
l^plp you. 
Modern cookery and com­ 
mercialism have robbed 
our food­ 
stuffs of much nourishment put into 
them by a thoughtful Creator. 
The thing to mark is this: Christ 
heals 
today, 
sometimes 
through 
means and skill, sometimes directly 
without either. Sometimes when the 
physician frankly confesses that it’s 
beyond him. 
And it should be keenly noted that 
there may be a waiting time. 
The 
Bock of Job fits in here. The heal­ 
ing Christ is concerned for our spirit

over if the reserve were in their own 
vaults.

dispensable to maintaining the finan­ 
cial stability of the country he was 
not in favor of so small a bank as 
his, which is capitalized at $20,000, 
joining the system. He said that his 
bank was well taken care of by cor­ 
respondent banks and he felt that 
the Exchange Bank w'as supporting 
the federal reserve system by keep­ 
ing a reserve in member banks. Mr. 
Hiller had no objections to offer to 
practices of the federal reserve bank 
and expressed satisfaction with the 
system.

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TROUBLE IN THE CAMP. 


The Boston Transcript did not like the 
way in which Governor Pinchot of Penn­ 
sylvania put the problem of the unenforced 
liquor laws up to President Coolidge. 
“It 
looks, “says the Transcript, “like an inten­ 
tionally intrusive proceeding for the gover­ 
nor of Pennsylvania to summon the presi­ 
dent to a 'shown down' on a matter of law 
enforcement with regard to which his per­ 
sonal views are well known, and in con­ 
nection with which he has at least done as 
much as Governor Pinchot has done in his 
own state. 
If Pennsylvania wants to en­ 
force prohibition rigidly it is in its power to 
do so. 
It has at least ten officers of the 
law where the federal government has one. 
Yet Governor Pinchot says in so many 
words that the story of enforcement in 
Pennsylvania is not essentially different 
from the story in other states. That he 
should put it up to the president as the 
‘only man’ who can enforce the law, de­ 
manding that he shall ‘take personal 
charge,’ is not only a ridiculous require­ 
ment, but an indication that he is making 
the disturbance for a personal political ob­ 
ject.” 
That Mr. Pinchot “is making the dis­ 
turbance for a personal object” is, as we 
suggested the other day, by no means im­ 
probable. 
But it is likely also that he is 
at the same time animated by genuine zeal 
for the cause of law enforcement if not of 
prohibition itself. 
He has a pretty good 
reputation for sincerity, and he has done 
about all that he can do in his own state to 
enforce the laws there. 
If he stands to 
profit politically by a course which in his 
judgment can stand on its own merits, he is 
hardly to be denounced on that account* 
The interesting thing about the resent­ 
ment which 
the 
Boston 
Transcript 
so 
plainly shows is the fact that it is a confes­ 
sion of the effectiveness of Mr. Pinchers 
move in focusing attention upon Mr. Cool­ 
idge as the man to whom the dry forces 
must look for a cure for the present situa­ 
tion. Those forces, a considerable portion 
of them, at any rate, are not noted for their 
reasonableness. 
They are likely to bring 
considerable pressure 
to bear 
upon the 
president to “do something,” and if he is 
not able to satisfy them they will grow 
chilly towards him.

RAILROAD VALUATION, 


Th New York Journal of Commerce sums 
up concisely the most important fact for 
the public to bear in mind in trying to un­ 
derstand the highly complex and technical 
subject of railroad valuation: 


“While sundry factions are arguing 
over the proper basis for fixing the 
valuation of railroad property for rate 
making purposes some vital truths are 
being overlooked. LaFollette and his 
cohorts would simply cut in half the 
value tentatively fixed by the inter 
state commerce commission without 
designating any particular reason for 
this confiscation other than it would 
make cheaper freight rates possible 
under existing law. Others somewhat 
less anticapitalistically inclined, urge 
that the original cost of land and other 
property is the only just basis of valua­ 
tion. Some encouragement is to be de­ 
rived from the fact that there are still 
some unbiased observers who insist 
that neither of these methods can do 
justice to owners of railway equipment 
and the public. It would be well for 
our radicals, as well as for some of 
those who are inclined to lose them­ 
selves in the technicalities of the sub­ 
ject to bear in mind that irrespective 
of any other factors it is essential that 
valuations for rate making purposes 
be fixed with a view to attracting new 
capital to the industry. 
Any other 
course would be little short of disas­ 
trous not only for those 
who have 
placed their savings in the roads, but 
for the rank and file of the citizens of 
- 
the country. The farmers no less than 
labor and the general consumer would 
be done grave injury if the policies of 
Senator LaFollette were, in fact, to be 
adopted. The need for new capital in 
the transportation industry and the im­ 
possibility of obtaining it unless that 
already 
invested 
in the carriers is 
treated fairly should never for a mo­ 
ment be overlooked.” 


If the public will remember that cardinal 
fact it will not go far wrong on the railroad 
valuation issue—at least not so far wrong 
as to make it possible for LaFollette and his 
radicals to have their way. Their real ob­ 
ject is government ownership of railroads 
and they believe that the shortest way to 
that end is a policy which would practically 
wreck the railroads and make private own­ 
ership and operation impossible. This will 
be achieved if capital is rendered so fearful 
of railroad investments as to keep away 
from the altogether. 
That this would be 
the immediate effect of the LaFollette con­ 
fiscation plan admits of no doubt.

That nations no less than 
individuals are subject to God’s im­ 
mutable moral law’s. 
7. That peo­ 
ples achieve true welfare, greatness 
and honor, through just dealings and 
unselfish 
service. 
8. That nations 
that are christian have special Inter­ 
national 
obligations. 
9. That the 
spirit of Christian brotherhood can 
conquer every barrier of trade, creed, 
color or race. IO. In a warless world 
and dedicate my*self to its achieve­ 
ment. 
This creed was prepared by the 
commission on International Justice 
and Good will of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in Ameri­ 
ca.

BE AT COLUMBIA 


Campaign Now On For 
$200,000 To Erect A 
Suitable Structure. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Xov. 8. (Special) 
—A campaign for $200,000 has been 
launched by the Order of De Molay 
to erect a dormitory at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri. 
The building plan- 
I ned here Is to be the first in the 
contemplated chain 
of 
De 
Molay 
dormitories to be built at various col­ 
leges and universties where the need 
is apparent. 
The privilege of con- 
i tributing to this 
constructive 
new 
phase of the boys’ order is offered 
Masons and their friends, it is an­ 
nounced. 
De Molays are numerous at the 


I university here and the overflow of 
; existing dormitories has caused Dr. 
j Stratton D. Brooks, who assumed the 
presidency a few weeks ago, to give 
full support to the movement for a 
dormitory for De Molay young men 
enrolled at the university. An effort 
will be made to provide a homelike 
environment for the students in this 
dormitory. 
A De Molay dormitory 
for the University of Kansas, at Law­ 
rence, Ran., is expected to bd next 
in order. 
These dormitores, organized on a 
non-profit basis, are to be under*the 
control of the University De Molay 
Building Association which has re­ 
ceived papers of incorporation from 
the State of Missouri, for the purpose 
of building college dormitories. Man­ 
agement of the dormitories will be 
vested in the Grand Council of the 
order at all times. 
Phenomenal Growth 
The rise of De Molay in the United 
States has been nothing short of phe­ 
nomenal. From a group of nine boys 
under the inspring tutelage of Frank 
S. Land, who gained his vision of 
service to young 
men while 
con­ 
nected with the warfare work of the 
Scottish Rite bodies in Kansas City 
four years ago, the order has a mem­ 
bership today in excess of 125.000. 
A total of 1048 chapters have been 
instituted in as many cities. 
The 
mother chapter in Kansas City

lish a chapter in Chicago, one of the 
fewr cities without a local De Molay 
organization. 
Each local chapter organized has 
the indorsement of the grand Mas­ 
onic or Scottish Rite body in the 
territory in which it is located be­ 
fore it is offically recognized by the 
national organization. It is emphasiz­ 
ed, however, that the Order of De 
Molay is not a Masonic body in any 
sense of the word, but is open to all 
young men of purposeful character, 
and is a boy-building organization in 
many ways. As its leaders put it, the 
order is planned “for the 
sons 
of 
Master Masons and their‘chums be­ 
tween the ages of 16 and 21.” 
It 
teaches love of parents, 
reverence, 
patriotism,

radeship and fidelity. 
Citizens Program 
De Molay. though still an infant or­ 
ganization in points of years, is insti­ 
tuting many far-reaching activities 
which are taking definite shape. A- 
side from the new movement to fur­ 
nish De Molay dormitories at col­ 
leges, one of the most important 
movements is the 
order’s 
citizen- 
ship-building plan. 
Six well-known 
educators in the United States are 
being selected by Mr. Land at the 
present time to develop such a pro­ 
gram which the order hopes to es­ 
tablish during the coming winter. 
These educators will represent uni­ 
versities in all sections of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Establishment of this citizenship- 
building program is based on th as­ 
sertion that De Molay Is the only 
movements 
exclusively 
for young 
men between 16 and 21 years; and 
the order attempts to avoid overlap­ 
ping w ork of any other boy movement 
It is felt no mevement places defi­ 
nite attention upon the youth’s future 
responsibilities and privileges as citi-

require of him when he reaches a 
position of leadership in national, 
political, 
religious, 
economic 
and 
social life. 
The citizenship-building program 
is not academic, but appeals to the 
interest and curiosity of the younth. 


At regular chapter meetings once 
each month during the winter pratici- 
pation in this program is to be ob­ 
ligatory on each older 
De 
Molay 
member. 
The program would 
be 
presented by national lecturers 
or 
other speakers and would 
include 
forums in which the youths would 
discuss the various subjects among 
themselves. At the end of two years 
of satisfactory work the De Molay 
would receive a diploma. 
Political Topics 
Among the topics for considera­ 
tion In this program are the follow­ 
ing: 
National 
government, 
law 
courts, politics, the family, public 
school and university, 
the church, 
business, health and immigration. 
Others will be added as the program 
expands. 
The young men will re­ 
ceive wellrounded training in the 
operation of government activities, 
of the work of the courts and law 
enforcement; will be given an under­ 
standing of the political parties and 
election systems, their obligations as 
home-makers, and the structure of 
the nation’s educational systems. 
They will obtain an insight into la­ 
bor and capital and their obligations 
thereto, will be shown the value of 
sanitation; and the problems of im­ 
migration and Americanizzation will 
be explained in a way that will be 
valuable to the future citizens. 
Another part of the order’s educa­ 
tional program are the scholarship 
funds which various chapters have 
foundered to ald its members in ob­ 
taining a 
college 
education. 
The 
money from these funds is lent to 
the members who pay it back when 
they are able. 
A fund to aid boys 
from reform schools, to help them 
back to useful citizenship, recently 
was launched by J. N. Wilkinson in 
Oklahoma. 
Live Official Organ 
One of the developing activities of 
De Molay is The De Molay Counci­ 
lor, official organ of the order. With 
the latest issue, just off the press, a 
select advertising has been admitted 
to its columns, and more readable 
stories have been added, with articles 
by well-known contributors. 
Much valuable work for the order 
has been done by Dr. Zoro. D.Clark 
of Omaha, Neb., Grand Lecturer. 
The order of De Molay has been 
established successfully 
In 
several 
European countries as a result of a 
six month’s trip aboard by Judge 
Alexander G. Cochran of St. Louis,

I degree Mason, left the United States 
last March and visited Europe solely 
In the interest of the Order of De- 
Molay. 
The Paris chapter, which 
he instituted, is traditional dear to 
De Molay members because it was 
near Paris where Jacques De Molay, 
in whose memory the order is named 
suffered martyrdom for refusing to 
reveal information regarding the old 
Knights Templer Order to the In­ 
quisition.

JUNCTION CITY, Kansas, Nov. 9. 
—On a great rock slide at Milford 
yesterday, Dr. W. H. Ballou, New 
York scientist, found a collection of 
fossil skulls of small amphibians, rep­ 
tiles, fishes and their ancestors, of 
geological ages, he states, ranging 
from twenty to thirty million years 
old. 
The rocks had been broken by 
frost, throwing out the fossils, some 
of which also were broken. The lat­ 
ter also were considerably disinte­ 
grated. 
An examination of the face 
of the rocks, he said, showed ex­ 
posures of strata of Devonian, Car- 
bonifeous, Permian 
and 
Mesozoic 
ages, in which are found the begin 
nings of life. 
“The whole 
picture,” 
Dr. Ballou 
said, “showed the very cradle of 
earth, when small species were en­ 
gaged in a mighty struggle of evolu­ 
tion to become both fish and reptiles. 
There were also primitive types of 
plants, and marine bivalves. 
“One of the amphibeans had a bi­ 
valve in its mouth, also fossilized, 
the shell being stuck in its throat at 
the very instant when some gre/t 
convolution 
akin 
to the Japanese 
quake, shook the earth. 
Several of 
the heads resemble that of the fath­ 
er of reptiles, known to scientists as 
sphenodon, and found, so far only in 
New Zealand. 
One of the skulls is 
very duck-like with a crest on top. 
One of the carboniferous plants is a 
licopod, very primitive.”

Rural consolidated schools are 
being established in increasing num­ 
bers throughout the country, he said. 
In a gathering of 200 Montana farm­ 
ers, he said, he counted 45 college 
and university graduates, including 
alumni of Harvard, Yale, Princeton 
and Columbia. He added that farm­ 
ers work shorter hours and urged 
that a vacation every year for the 
farm family was both a possibility 
and a business necessity.

SEASONABLE FOODS

S OYSTERS are now at their 
best, this is the time to serve 
them occasionally. An oyster stew 
Is so commonly made that it needs 
little recommendation, but a good 
oyster stew is not the result of 
careless 
preparation. 
Oysters 
should be carefully looked over to 
remove all shells; the liquor should 
be reserved after straining, to add 
to the stew, and enough oysters 
should be cooked to serve well the 
number who dine. 
Scald the milk, 
using a quart of milk to a pint of 
oysters. 
Drop the oysters Into the 
oyster liquor Increased by water to 
cover the oysters and cook them 
until their edges curl. 
Over-cook­ 
ing 
toughens 
them, 
and 
under­ 
cooked oysters are anything but 
palatable. 
After cooking the oys­ 
ters remove them to the tureen, add 
enough butter to season well—the 
more butter, the better the stew— 
add salt and pepper to taste, blend 
the oyster liquor with the hot milk 
and pour bolling hot into the tu­ 
reen. 
Serve at once with crisp 
oyster crackers. 
Grilled 
Oysters.—Put 
a 
large 
piece of butter into a hot pan and 
when it smokes drop in the oysters 
a few at a time. When the oysters 
are browned remove to a hot dish 
and pour over them a sauce made 
of the oyster liquor and the melted 
buttter, thickened and cooked with 
flour. 
Season with Worcestershire 
sauce, salt, cayenne and serve on 
toast. Garnish with parsley. 
Fried Oysters.—Drain and wipe 
the oysters dry, roll in cracker 
crumbs seasoned with salt and pep­ 
per, dip in egg which has been 
beaten up with one tablespoonful 
of milk and then roll in crumbs. 
Fry quickly in hot fat, drain on 
paper as fast as they are taken up. 
Serve hot, garnished with parsley 
and lemon slices.

Caviar.—Arrange 
celery prepared by fringing three- 
inch stalks of tender celery—let 
them stand in cold water to curl. 
Then drain, wipe and fill the un­ 
curled 
portion 
with 
caviar 
nnd 
place on a plate with a radish cut 
into the form of a tulip, and a 
crisp leaf of head lettuce.

Not only this, but there will be re­ 
joicing in the experience of salvation. 
They will rejoice In the fact now that 
the great and righteous God rules the 
earth.

What gladness will be in 
the hearts of men in the day when 
Christ reigns!

gospel. 
Man must be called back to 
God. 
The supreme need of the world 
Is not a league of nations, but a re­ 
turn to G od; because God will remain 
separate from the nations as long as 
they are in rebellion against Him. 
III. A Call to Recognize the Good­ 
ness of God (Ps. IOO). 
Praise should go up to God because 
He is God. Being God He created us, 
sustains us and saves us. 
For His 
unchanging mercy and goodness praise 
should be continually ascribed to Him.
